Navy Plans to Detail 
Officers to C.C.C. Duty 


Abandoning the plan presented to Con- 
gress last week to retire 650 Navy and 
Marine Corps officers as an economy 
move, it has been decided instead to as- 
sign approximately 300 officers to refor- 
estation work under the War Depart- 
ment. 

The plan to use officers in connection 
with the Civilian Conservation Corps 
work in lieu of the retirement proposal 
has received the approval of President 
Roosevelt and official announcement 
from the Navy Department awaits his 
signing of an executive order to carry it 
into effect. Approximately 210 officers 
of the Navy and about 83 officers of the 
Marine Corps will be affected. ; 

Under the plan, the officers would not 
be retired or furloughed, but would sim- 
ply be assigned to duty under the War 
Department, in the same manner that the 
169 Naval Medical officers were detailed 
to the forestation work last week. They 
will be paid from funds provided for 
the Civilian Conservation Corps raised 
by a bond issue. The transfer of the 
entire pay of these officers from the 
naval budget will effect a saving equal 
to that contemplated under the plan to 
retire 650 officers. 

Selection of the officers to be assigned 
to the C.C.C. work is already under way 
in the Bureau of Navigation. The offi- 
cers will probably be taken almost en- 
tirely from the grade of lieutenant, it is 
understood, while many overage officers 
will be chosen, it is thought. 

Although the move will dispense with 
the need for retiring a considerable num- 
ber of officers, it is thought likely that 
some few retirements for physical dis- 
ability may be forthcoming. There is 
also some likelihood of legislation being 
sought to retire officers of the Staff corps 
who have been passed over more than 
once. 

Hearings on the Navy Department bill 
authorizing the President to retire offi- 
cers have been discontinued. 

After considering the retirement pro- 
posal for two days, during which the 
proposal to utilize officers on Muscle 
Shoals, public works and reforestation 
was discussed. Chairman Vinson called 
off further hearings May 23 with the 
following statement: 

“On yesterday I stated to the Commit- 
tee that I was in hopes that some plan 
could be worked out whereby it would 
not be necessary to enact this bill, which 
would force the retirement of officers, 
but that other departments of the Gov- 
ernment that were in need of the ser- 
vices of men of the type and character 
of the Naval officers might be given an

The Marine Corps 

With Secretary of the Navy Swanson 
declaring that the Roosevelt Board is 
expected to report before the adjourn- 
ment of Congress and members of the 
group expressing the opinion that they 
cannot possibly finish within several 
months, study of the advisibility of 
amalgamating the Marine Corps and 
Staff Corps with the Line of the Navy 
and reorganization of the Navy Depart- 
ment continued through its second week. 

At his weekly press conference May 
24, Secretary Swanson said that the 
Board is bound to report to him shortly, 
as whatever reorganization is recom- 
mended and approved by him, will be 
sent to the White House to be incor- 
porated in the President’s reorganiza- 
tion plan. He said that he believed that 
the general reorganization plan would 
be submitted to Congress in one procla- 
mation before this session has been con- 
cluded. Members of the Board, how- 
ever, privately express the opinion that 
it will be impossible to finish by that 
time.

Abandon Rotating Reserve 

Yielding to protests against the laying 
up of one-third of the Fleet in rotating 
reserve, the President has decided to al- 
low the Navy additional funds to keep 
battleships, cruisers and aircraft car- 
riers in full commission, and maintain 
the enlisted strength at its present 
strength. 

Announcement to this effect was made 
by Secretary of the Navy Swanson at 
his weekly press conference May 2, 
“TI think we will not have a rotating 
plan of the ships that are needed for 
naval service,” he said. “Everybody will 
be satisfied the Navy is in better condi- 
tion in twelve months than when we 
took charge.” 

Later on in the day it was announced 
that the Operating Force Plan for 1934, 
sent out to the service by Admiral Pratt 
last week, would be suspended and that 
although the rotation plan as to destroy- 
ers and submarines will be continued as 
at present, it would not be extended to 
other classes of vessels. Necessity for

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May Defeat Furloughs 
for Services in Senate 


Defeat of the dangerous half-pay fur- 
lough provision in the independent offices 
bill now appears likely when that mea- 
sure reaches the floor of the Senate. 

The bill has been reported out of the 
Senate appropriations committee carry- 
ing the provision, but its inclusion by 
the committee, as recorded in the Jour- 
NAL last week, was only by a narrow 
vote of 8-7. Since then the pressure of 
public opinion has grown greater and 
realization of the danger of the measure 
has spread so that under the leadership 
of the chairman and ranking republican 
of the Military Affairs, it seems likely 
that sufficient votes will be marshalled 
to knock the furlough out of the bill. 

Its defeat in the Senate, however, 
would leave another big hurdle to jump— 
the conference between the House and 
Senate to iron out the difference. No 
efforts will be spared to secure final 
victory there. 

Doubtless, Budget Director Douglas 
will use every means to secure enact- 
ment of this provision which he origin- 
ated in his recommendations to the 
President. 

Secretary of War Dern told the Army 
AND NAvy JOURNAL yesterday that while 
no final determination has been reached 
relative to reduction of the Army, he 
“does not see how it can be done.” 

“We are using every man available 
now for our work in the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps,” Mr. Dern said, “I 
simply do not see how we can get along 
with one less officer or man.” 

Senator Morris Sheppard, chairman of 
the military committee and Senator 
David Reed, ranking minority member, 
visited the White House and taiked with 
President Roosevelt about the matter. 
Both are heartily opposed to the provi- 
sion and told the President so. 

“We talked with the President,” Sen- 
ator Sheppard told the JourNnaL, “and 
urged that the provision be dropped. He 
did not commit himself, nor do I feel 
as if I should state what I believe his 
attitude to be. You can say, however, 
that he treated us very cordially.” 

Asked whether the furlough proposal 
was part of the President’s program, 
Senator Sheppard countered with, “Well 
it is part of Budget Director Donglas’ 
program.” 

“I’m very much opposed to this provi- 
sion,” the military committee chairman 
continued. “And I’m doing everything 
I can to defeat it. It really ign’t so 
drastic a proposition as the Army thinks 
it is, however. Everyone seems to think 
that wholesale furloughs are contem- 
plated under it. In fact, they intend to 
use the authority only in exceptional

“This Nation’s defense forces already are considerably below the minimum 
required to provide reasonable security against either foreign aggression or critical 
domestic disorders. Any proposal—official or otherwise—that the military estab- 
lishment be crippled further—that still more of its activities be heavily curtailed 
or abandoned—should be defeated by public protest. * * * 

“There is no veritable economy in so heavily reducing funds for the national 
defense at a time when the world is threatened by the strife, feuds and rancorous 
nationalism in many lands. The United States has paid heavily in blood and 
treasure for its unpreparedness in previous wars. Such budget-reductions as those 
now proposed would wreck the National Defense Plan adopted in 1920 and would 
lessen the United States’ influence in any international conference or diplomatic 
conversation. Such a course should not be taken now, regardless of pressure 
from any source.” 





“The American people will wonder,” states the Washington Star, “as they 
learn today of a proposed $53,000,000 cut in the next year’s naval appropriations, 
whether that is sound budgeting, world conditions being what they are. To begin 
with, $53,000,000 is only something like one and a third per cent of the entire 
budget. The involved saving, therefore, is not a considerable item, yet the changes 
and retrenchments in naval affairs which it will require are of serious magnitude. 
It will result, to begin with, in placing one-third of the entire fleet on a so-called 
rotating plan, under which a corresponding number of ships and men would be 


temporarily taken out of service.

“No final details for working out the enforced economies have been completely 
approved by the Navy Department, but the tentative suggestions indicate plainly 
enough the havoc that will be wrought in our already under-treaty-basis fleet. 





The Cincinnati Times Star states: ; : 

“No one questions the importance of a national reforestation program, hor the 
great timely value of such a program, in giving idle young men a healthful occupa- 
tion. But the proposal to add 15,000 Army men to the lists of the unemployed 
suggests that the national defense is less important than reforestation. How many 
Americans, realizing the present unstable conditions in Europe and the Orient, 
would agree to that? * * * ; 

“The United States has today the smallest standing Army of any first-class 
power. While all the others lavish money upon their armies, Congress treats 
America’s land defense as a kind of governmental stepchild. Whenever economies 
are proposed Congress turns first to the War Department to make them. Apparently, 
the members suppose that we are in for a prolonged era of universal peace. Every 
sane man hopes we are. But it is only common sense to observe that the rest of 
the world evidently thinks otherwise. , 

“The demand for economy in government is, of course, urgent. No doubt the 
War Department will have to share in the general retrenchments. : But economy 
should be practiced with an eye to the fundamental needs of the Nation. Dropping 
an eighth of the enlisted personnel and a fourth of the officers might well prove to 
be the most expensive gesture of economy this or any other country ever made.” 





Meeting in Cincinnati the Congress of the National Society of the Sons of the 
American Revolution, adopted a resolution reaffirming its belief “in the necessity 
of an adequate national defense and therefore strongly oppose curtailment of such 
training for defense as is now provided through the National Guard, the Organized 
Reserves, the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps and the Citizens Military Training 


Camps.” 





West Point Graduation 


Graduation week will begin at the 
United States Military Academy on June 
Sth, and on June 13th, 347 cadets will 
receive their diplomas and commissions, 
changing from cadet grey to the olive 
drab of 2nd Lieutenants in the Regular 
Army, according to a tentative program 
just issued by Maj. Robert L. Eichel- 
berger, Post Adjutant. Graduation ex- 
ercises will be held at the base of Battle 
Monument on historic Trophy Point 
overlooking the Hudson. Honorable 
George H. Dern, Secretary of War, Hon- 
orable Harry H. Woodring, Assistant 
Secretary of War, and General Douglas 
MacArthur, Chief of Staff of the Army, 
are expected to address the graduating 
class. 

The West Point Horse Show, a feature 
in social circles of the Hudson Valley, 
will start the June Week program on 
Monday (June 5th). A large number 
of entries have been received and all 
indications presage a record attendance. 
The Show, which will last 2 days, is for 
the benefit of the West Point Local Re- 
lief Society. Lt. Col. Walter K. Wilson, 
Lt. Col. H. Beukema and Maj. F. W. 
Boye compose the Executive Committee 
in charge. On Monday evening the Field 
Artillery Detachment of the Regular 
Army stationed here, in the command of 
Lt. H. W. Holt, will give an Artillery 
exhibition drill. An interesting feature 
of this demonstration will be the driving 
of guns and caissons between flaming 
torches. Cadet hops will be held each 
evening of graduation week except Wed- 
nesday and Sunday. 

On Friday morning (June 9th), the 
entire 4th class of 330 cadets, under the 
direction of Maj. H. M. Rayner, Master 
of the Sword, will give a demonstration 
of their physical training for the past 
year. This group in appropriate uniform 
will box, fence, wrestle, work out on the 
apparatus and go through strenuous cal- 
listhenics. 

Saturday morning (June 10th), an 
athletic review will be held with the 
Corps of Cadets attending in the uni- 
forms of the 18 different sports in which 
cadets participate. This is a unique 
formation and is unparalleled through- 
out the country. Prizes and trophies 
won during the past year will be pre- 
sented at this review. That afternoon 
“graduation ride” will take place, when 
members of the Ist class will demon- 
strate their equestrian abilities. At 
evening parade Saturday, the “Distin- 
guished Cadets” who have attained 
marks of 92% or better in every subject 
for the past year will be marched to the 
“front and center” and presented with 
gold stars. 

Sunday morning (June 11th) at eleven 
o'clock, Lt. Col. Clayton E. Wheat, for- 
mer Chaplain and now Professor of En- 
glish, will preach the Baccalaureate Ser- 





mon, in the Cadet Chapel. At 3.30 P. M. 
an organ recital will be held. 

On Monday morning (June 12th), the 
alumni exercises will take place when 
veterans of past wars will rub shoulders 
with recent graduates. Impressive exer- 
cises will be held at the Thayer monu- 
ment followed by a review of the Corps 
of Cadets. Windows in the Cadet Chapel 
will also be dedicated. At 4.00 P. M., a 
reception to the graduating class and 
alumni will be given by Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam D. Connor, Superintendent. Gradu- 
ation parade will follow the reception. 

In the evening the 1st class will hold 
their graduation hop in Cullum Hall and 
the 2nd, 3rd and 4th classes will dance 
in the cadet gymnasium. 

On Tuesday morning (June 13th) at 
10.00 A. M., the final graduation exer- 
cises will be held. General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, Chief of Staff of the Army, will 
deliver the principal address and Hon- 
orable George H. Dern, Secretary of 
War, will present the diplomas.” 


Withhold General Fuqua’s Pay 


The Comptroller General, in a decis- 
ion handed down this week, holds that 
the term of Maj. Gen. S. O. Fuqua as 
chief of Infantry expired March 27, 1933 
and not on May 6, 1933 as held by the 
War Department. The difference in pay 
between that of a colonel and that of a 
major general was ordered withheld. 

The term of General Fuqua and that 
of Maj. Gen. H. L. Gilchrist, as chief of 
chemical warfare, was construed by the 
War Department, following a precedent 
set by the Navy Department, to date 
from his date of confirmation by the 
Senate instead of the date of the com- 
mission as had been the practice in the 
past. The Comptroller cited a number 
of state decisions to the contrary, say- 
ing: 

“The law provides for a term of four 
years for the Chief of Infantry. There 
is no question that Major General Fuqua 
served four years as Chief of Infantry 
from March 28, 1929, to and including 
March 27, 1983, there is no question he 
could only be given a recess appointment 
when the Senate is not in session, and 
under the Constitution a recess appoint- 
ment is limited to the end of the next 
following session of the Senate. But be- 
cause of the temporary character of the 
reeess appointment, does it necessarily 
follow that Congrss is impotent to pro- 
vide a term for an office the appointment 
to which is by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, and that the ef- 
fort to so limit the term of an office 
must always be understood as being sub- 
iect to increase by the time an appointee 
has served under a recess appointment ? 
Such a doctrine would present difficulties 
where the term is limited to a definite 
period and the appointee is ineligible to 
sneceed himself. 

“There being 





no clearly established 





Federal rule applicable to the matter 
submitted, the matter having been ad- 
judicated by State courts uniformly to 
limit the term to the statutory period 
commencing with the date stated by the 
appointing power, it would seem appro- 
priate that that rule should be followed 
in Federal matters until the Federal 
courts shall have indicated a contrary 
view of the matter: especially so since 
the President’s action in making the 
recess appointment, in making the nom- 
ination to the Senate, and in issuing the 
permanent appointment conformed to 
this view of the law. Accordingly, I am 
of the opinion that Major General Fu- 
qua’s term of office expired March 27, 
1933, and that he is not entitled to the 
pay and allowances applicable to the 
Chief of Infantry after that date. I un- 
derstand that no appointment of his 
successor has been made. The voucher 
and documents submitted will be re 
tained in the files of this office.”

men by discontinuance of new enlist- 
ments will be averted, it was stated. 

Protests made by officers of the Navy 
led the Secretary to have a study made 
of the savings possible under the plan, 
and with the economies fixed variously 
between three million and five and a half 
million, it was concluded by Secretary 
Swanson and the President that the re- 
sultant loss in naval efficiency was not 
worth the price. The testimony of Rear 
Adm. Frank B. Upham, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, before the House 
naval committee last week, severely 
criticizing the rotation plan, is consid- 
ered to have been a prominent factor in 
bringing about recission of the order. 

Nothing authoritative has been an- 
nounced as yet as to whether the Navy 
will be allowed additional money to keep 
the present Fleet in full commission or 
whether reductions must be made in other 
places. However, the Department in in- 
forming the naval service of the suspen- 
sion of the 1934 Operating Force Plan, 
declared that “it was expected” that ad- 
ditional funds will be allowed for retain- 
ing the vessels in commission and for 
maintaining the enlisted strength. 

Opposition to the rotation plan was 
voiced before the House naval affairs 
committee this week. 

“The committee should let the country 
know that savings effected are not 
enough to justify the loss of efficiency,” 
Chairman Vinson declared. ‘We should 
pass a resolution that the Committee dis- 
approves.” 

Representative Darrow, one of the 
ranking Republicans, said that he felt it 
Was not good economy to lay up one- 
third of the fleet. He said he believed 
that we have iusufficient ships now and 
is in favor of building more.

The new Director General of Trans- 
portation was made a Brigadier General 
in the autumn of 1917. Under the as- 
signment of duties to the Transporta- 
tion Corps, as the officers and men under 
General Atterbury came in time to be, 
an article of supply arriving on trans- 
ports immediately became its responsi- 
bility. The transportation people han- 
dled it every time it was moved until 
it was delivered to troops at the rail- 
head. In each port there was a trans- 
portation officer who reported directly 
to General Atterbury. To do his work 
of unloading and transferring freight to 
storage or trains, this officer had to, 
use stevedore troops who when not actu- 
ally engaged in labor under his orders 
reverted to the command of the Base 
Section Commander, who was responsi- 
ble for their subsistence, clothing, shel- 
ter, pay instruction and discipline. The 
Transport Officer never knew at night 
what number of men he could count on 
for the next day nor in what condition 
they would be for work. The Base Sec- 
tion Commander had no responsibility 
for their accomplishments. The mis- 
understanding under which General 
Atterbury had come to France, and 
which had by inadvertence been perpetu- 
ated, had resulted in this inefficient ar- 
rangement. Delays also arose from the 
fact that the Commander-in-Chief could 
not always be accessible for consulta- 
tion by the D.G.T., who sought counsel 
and direction from no one else. 

By the winter of 1917-18 matters of 
details were crowding on the Comman- 
der-in-Chief and occupying his time to 
the exclusion of the more important non- 
administrative matters which were en- 
titled to his attention. Some 22 heads 
of staff bureaus and departments were 
going to him for decision, all of them 
being his staff officers and by long cus- 
tom of the service, and in some cases, 
by law, entitled to personal access to 
him. This was remedied by a change 
which was made placing the Supply 
Chiefs on the Staff of the Commanding 
General of the Services of Supply and 
assigning them, including the Director 
General of Transportation, to Tours. It 
does not seem probable that the proper 
relations of the Transportation Corps to 
the remainder of the staff were made 
clear to General Atterbury until the late 
summer of 1918. The Commanding Gen- 
eral under whom he first served at 
Tours, in some respects one of the ablest 
men of his time in the service, was a 
lawyer by instinct and training, inclined 
Somewhat, I think, to consider that a 
thing was accomplished when the order 
for it had been given from his desk. 
There appears to have been little or no 
effort to smooth General Atterbury’s 
path or to help solve his difficulties, 
which were many. His transportation 
units were still in regiments, battalions 
and companies. The units did not fit 
railroad and transport duty. Too many 
Men and officers in some places; too 
few in others. 

Just before the change in the com- 
mand of the Services of Supply which 
occurred at the end of July, 1918, ten- 
Sion between the Commander and the 


Director General of Transportation 
really threatened to deprive the AEF of 
General Atterbury’s services. A board 
on which both he and the Commander. 
and GHQ were represented attempted 
to work out disciplinary and adminis- 
trative relations. The Commanding 
General S.O.S. had thrown his discipli- 
nary authority into arbitration on an 
equality with his subordinate—who in 
all fairness could not be held responsible 
for a situation which he was encounter- 
ing for the first time. With the change 
of command in the Services of Supply, 
the proceedings of this board were filed 
in “the archives of unachieved endeavor” 
and were seen no more. The necessity 
for coordination under Base Section 
Commanders was explained, and loyalty 
accepted when understood. The Corps 
organization was adopted and regiments 
and battalions merged into the Trans- 
portation Corps. Trouble and friction 
ended and the Corps under General 
Atterbury became one of the outstanding 
successes of the American Expeditionary 
Forces. These changes were worked out 
through personal relationships, and the 
give-and-take of personalities united in 
an effort to solve difficulties that had 
arisen under circumstances with which 
all of us were but newly acquainted. 

No address that dealt with personali- 
ties of the American Expeditionary 
Forces would be complete without refer- 
ence to General Douglas MacArthur and 
Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Moseley, 
whom I link together because at the 
time this paper is written they are re- 
spectively the Chief and Deputy Chief of 
Staff of the Army. The former came 
over as Chief of Staff of the 42nd Divi- 
sion, the famous Rainbows. He was the 
youngest Division Commander in the 
AEF when the Armistice came. Dash- 
ing and picturesque, he must have been 
to the few survivors of the Civil War 
the very reincarnation of his gallant 
father. As a youthful but senior Major 
General of our Army, any story of him 
written now might lack its best chap- 
ters. His Deputy, with whom I served 
as a Captain in the old First Cavalry 
of blessed memory, was one of General 
March’s outstanding artillerymen at Val- 
dahon. Already an officer of General 
Staff experience, Moseley was early 
taken from the command of the 5th 
Field Artillery to succeed the brilliant 
William D. Connor as Assistant Chief 
of Staff G-4 of the American Expedition- 
ary Forces. It would be difficult to 
overstate his efficiency in that position. 
Made a Brigadier when the National De- 
fense reorganized the Army, 1920, he 
has moved steadily on to a Major Gen- 
eraley, with the exception of a few 
months when he was a victim to politi- 
eal expediency in 1921. 

In the hurried months of my brief tour 
with combat troops in the early sum- 
mer of 1918, I had close association 
with one of the strong personalities of 
the AEF and the Army. I refer to Maj. 
Gen. Preston Brown, at that time a 
Colonel and the Chief of Staff of the 
Second Division. Like myself he was a 
promotion from the ranks. A graduate 
of Yale, the university authorities were 
much more willing to award him a de-

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General Harbord’s Article 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
gree when he came home from the World 
War than when he completed his course 
in the nineties. He was a pillar of 
strength in the Second Division, a re- 
markable reader of men, a keen detector. 
of inefficiency, and an expert deflator of 
stuffed shirts. He had more than earned 
his stars by midsummer, and, after a 
brief period with a brigade, commanded 
the 3rd Division in the last days of the 

Meuse-Argonne. 

Personality is powerless without op- 
portunity. It is probably true as one 
of the successful Division Commanders 
of the American Expeditionary Forces 
remarked: “The official life of every 
high commander in the AEF hung by a 
thread.” That may refer to the short- 
ness of official life at the front, the 
casualties that sometimes ended a ca- 
reer without ending a life, or again, to 
the fatalistic chances which affected 
many outstanding careers. What. might 
have been is always an interesting field 
for conjecture. It has been the central 
thought of many a work of fiction. It 
has been the consolation of dreamers in 
all ages. The distance of the American 
Expeditionary Forces from the War De- 
partment, the uncertainties, misunder- 
standings and delays arising from cipher 
and code communication by no means as 
perfect then as now, all played a part 
in the hopes and ambitions of men and 
officers on the Western Front. 

Maj. John L. Hines had been Adjutant 
General with the Pershing Expedition 
in Mexico, and came to France as the 
second adjutant in rank to Colonel Al- 
vord. He early sought command of 
troops and in the autumn of 1917 was 
assigned to the 16th Infantry. Within 
a week General Alvord was suddenly 
invalided to Cannes and Maj. Robert C. 
Davis, though not the senior in the of- 
fice, was directed to carry on the De- 
partment in fhe absence of his Chief. 
A week earlier the illness of the Adju- 
tant General would have placed Hines 
in charge of the office. The AEF would 
have lost one of its most distinguished 
Corps Commanders and the Army a fu- 
ture Chief of Staff. Davis would not 
have become the efficient Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the AEF, or the most conspicu- 
ously able The Adjutant General of the 
Army in my time. 

Maj. Gen. Hunter Liggett, with his 
Chief of Staff, Col. Malin Craig, was one 
of the Division Commanders who, in late 
1917, came over for educational experi- 
ence at the Front. It was decided to 
retain them for Commanding General 
and Chief of Staff of the First Corps, 
and cable for authority was sent to the 
War Department. Days passed and they 
were on ship ready to sail, when the 
cablegram was found in the coderoom, 
at GHQ, received but mislaid. The re-, 
sponsible officer in the coderoom was 
courtmartialed. The Army might have 
lost a Lieutenant General and success- 
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ful Army Commander, as well as a fu- 
ture Chief of Cavalry, and Major Gen- 
eral of the line, if another hour had 
elapsed with the cablegram undelivered. 

Maj. Gen. James W. McAndrew, the 
very able and efficient Chief of Staff of 
the American Expeditionary Forces dur- 
ing the period of active operations, was, 
by accident of assignment a Colonel of 
Infantry in the 1st Division, the earli- 
est unit to arrive. Seniority put him 
in the list who were made general of- 
ficers in early August, 1917. He was 
an outstanding graduate of the Service 
Schools, and was selected because of it, 
to command the Army School at Langres. 
By May next year his success there had: 
so attracted the attention of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief that when Harbord was, 
sent to the Marine Brigade, MacAndrew. 
was made Chief of Staff. When the 
former was selected to command the 
Services of Supply, having been former- 
ly Chief of Staff, the opportunity for 
some jealousy or friction existed, but 
nothing of the sort ever occurred, and 
it was a team that worked smoothly 
together. General McAndrew was a very 
exceptional officer, and his untimely 
death as Commandant of the Army War 
College in May, 1922, was a serious loss 
to his country. 

Col. Hanson E. Ely was one of the 
commission which came to France coin~ 
cident with the arrival of General Per: 
shing to study organization. His reten- 
tion was requested and he was left with- 
out assignment. General Pershing made 
him Provost Marshal General. Colonel 
Ely was not so enamored with his new. 
duties that he did not welcome a belated 
detail to the General Staff which fol- 
lowed him to France, and released him 
to be Chief of Staff of the 1st Division. 
When he next crossed my horizon he 
had become Colonel of the 28th Infantry 
and the victor of Cantigny. He com- 
manded the 3rd Brigade under me at 
Soissons, and three years later the same. 
brigade at Camp Trevis, Texas. But 
in the meantime he had been a Major 
Jeneral, commanding the 5th Division. 
He again wore the double stars, and, 
among other important duties, was a 
successful Commandant of the Army 
War College before he retired from ac- 
tive service. 

The American Expeditionary Forces 
rated two Lieutenant Generals, Liggett 
and Bullard. The latter started to 
France as Colonel of the 26th Infantry, 
and was promoted at sea to be a Briga+ 
dier. When in August, 1917, all regu- 
lar Brigadiers were promoted to Major 
General, he became one without a com- 
mand, there being but the one division 
in France at the time. He was in charge 
of the several service schools when Gen- 
eral Sibert’s relief from command of the 
First Division, with Bullard standing by 
in the south of France, gave General 
Pershing an opportunity to assign him 
to it. He became in succession a Corps 
and Army Commander, but his greatest 
fame is in my mind linked with the, 
splendid First Division. Nothing finer 
was seen in the war than the grim de- 
termination which made Bullard stand 
up to his work for months when, by 
every rule of health, he should have 
been in a hospital. He is still paying 
the price.

Citizens Soldiers 
Assistant Secretary of War Wood- 
ring. speaking before the Veterans of 





Foreign Wars at Arlington National 
Cemetery, May 21, declared that “we 
dare not jeopardize the national exist- 
ence by a failure to support our present 
modest defense system.” 

“America,” Mr. Woodring asserted, 
“has always relied upon her citizen-sol- 
diers and they have justified the Na- 
tion’s confidence by obtaining victory in 
all her wars. For those victeries they 
have had to pay a tremendous price in 
life, in blood and in suffering. This has 
been so because, until the passage of 
the National Defense Act in 1920, there 
was no real machinery through which 
the citizen could acquire even the fun- 
damentals of military training. 

“We now have the National Guard, 
the Organized Reserves, the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps and the Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camps in which 
our patriotic young citizens may receive, 
under the trained leadership of our 
skeletonized Regular Army, that meas- 
ure of military training so essential to 
our national defense and to our future 
security. 

“We dare not jeopardize the national 
existence by a failure to support and 
maintain our present modest defense 
system. We are a peace-loving nation. 
We abhor war and want no more of it. 
There is nothing aggressive in our mili- 
tury policies; nothing which is out of 
harmony with our long established cus- 
tom of exercising a wise and sympa- 
thetie spirit in our dealing with matters 
which involve other nations.” 





Bachelor of Science Degrees 

Bachelor of science degrees will be 
given to members of this year’s graduat- 
ing classes at West Point and Annapolis, 


legisiation to this effect having been 
finally agreed upon by Congress and 
sent to the President. 


The measure provides that the Mili- 
tary Academy, the Naval Academy and 
the Coast Guard Academy may issue de- 
grees to its graduates only if the schools 
are approved by the Association of 
American Universities. West Point and 
Annapolis are both on the approved list 
of the Association, but the Coast Guard 
Academy. which only within the past 
three years extended the course of in- 
struction to four years, is not. 

Since the course at the New London 
school now covers practically the same 
ground as that at the Naval Academy, 
and is the equal of the better civilian 
schools, it is believed that recognition 
will be extended speedily to the Coast 





Guard Academy. Steps are already up. 
der way to this end, and it is expecteg 
that next year’s graduating class, the 
first one on the four year basis, will re 
ceive the degrees. 

The legislation as passed permits the 
Superintendents of the three Academies, 
under regulations prescribed by the De 
partments concerned, to issue degrees tg 
“all” graduates of the schools. Wheg 
the measure was before the House nayaj 
affairs committee, Rear Adm. Frank B 
Upham, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga. 
tion, declared that the bill had bee, 
drafted so that degrees might be given 
to past as well as future graduates up. 
der the terms of the measure. 

Under the terms of the bill as passed, 
requiring that the degrees may be given 
“from and after the date of the accredit. 
ing of the said academies by the Asso. 
ciation of American Universities,” it wil] 
be possible for members of the West 
Point classes of 1926, 1927, 1928, 1929, 
1930, 1931, and 1932, and the members 
of the Naval Academy classes of 1931 
and 1932 to be given the degrees. The 
Military Academy became a member of 
the Association in November 1925 and 
the Naval Academy in November 1930, 





Award of Mackay Trophy 

The Navajo Indian Relief flight in Jan- 
uary, 1932, was adjudged the most meri- 
torious flight in the Air Corps during 
that year by a Board of Officers con- 
vened in the Office of the Chief of the 
Air Corps to decide upon the annual re- 
ward of the Mackay Trophy. 

In view of the fact that 14 Air Corps 
officers and one Medical Corps officer par- 
ticipated in this flight, and since it was 
impracticable to name the participating 
officers individually to receive the Tro- 
phy, the warding board designated Ist 
It. Charles H. Howard, AC, to receive 
the Mackay Trophy for 1932 as Con- 
mander of the 11th Bombardment Squad- 
ron and representative of this organiza- 
tion in the above mentioned flight.

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Secretary Swanson’s Speech 

A building program of two aircraft 
carriers, four cruisers, 20 destroyers, 
four submarines and two gunboats is 
contemplated under the Administration’s 
public works program, Secretary of the 
Navy Swanson made known this week. 

“It is little enough to ask for that 
much,” Secretary Swanson declared. “To 
ask for less would be a dereliction of 
duty for which the administration would 
be held accountable if any emergency 
should arise which we were unable to 
meet with justice and honor to our- 
selves.” 

Speaking over the radio May 23, the 
naval secretary praised the record of 
the Administration in fulfilling its plat- 
form pledges, which he said, “points to 
the fulfillment also of the national de- 
fense plank of the platform.” 

Excerpts from his address follow: 

The need for an adequate navy is more 
urgent now than in the past. owing to 
unsettled and chaotie conditions in the 
world. We are no longer an isolated 
nation—having become a world power, 
we must accept and perform its work 
and responsibility. We have large world- 
wide commercial interests which require 
care and protection. Our national safety, 
commercial prosperity and industrial de- 
velopment are also interwoven with re- 
taining control over our home waters, 
including the great trade route through 
the Panama Canal. Our position in all 
these vital respects is no stronger than 
our navy. 

The support of the national policies, 
the protection of our sea lanes of es- 
sential commerce, the defense of the 
country against foreign invasion or ag- 
gression, and the performance of our 
own part in the world’s work are all 
objects of first magnitude for which we 
require a substantial and efficient navy. 

The matter of public concern, there- 
fore, is whether or not the Administra- 
tion intends to carry out the pledge made 
in its platform, namely to provide a navy 
adequate for national defense. The short 
and decisive document adopted at the 
Chicago Convention of the Democratic 
Party already has been marked by a 
greater measure of fulfillment than any 
similar document in my recollection and 
I believe that I am safe in saying in 
the history of the United States. * * * 

It is a truly amazing and unequalled 
record, written not in words but in ac- 
tions, which points to the fulfillment al- 
so of the national defense plank of the 
platform, especially when we consider 
that the authorization of an adequate 
navy is no small contribution toward 
the solution of the unemployment prob- 
lem. No form of construction, private or 
governmental is more directly beneficial 
to labor than naval construction. More 
than 8 per cent of the funds so spent 
is paid to the workers employed. 

The necessity for new ships is obvious. 
There has been relatively little construc- 
tion on our part since the adoption of 
the treaty by which the principal powers 
of the world agreed to limit their sea 
strength. The United States is far be- 
low the ratio permitted it under the 
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covenant. In some categories the lack 
of a building program has resulted in 
almost complete extinction of under-age 
ships. Our destroyer force, for instance, 
is a good example. 

A former President has said that while 


preparation might not keep us out of 


war; lack of such preparation would not 
only insure war but utter disaster. Let 
me also refer to the words of the gal- 
lant Admiral recently lost in the Akron 
tragedy. In arguing for naval prepara- 
tion on an adequate scale, Admiral Mof- 
fett told a Congressional committee that 
in time of war the second best navy was 
no better than the second best hand in 
a poker game. 

There is no use having a second class 
navy, or a third class navy. Unless the 
Navy is sufficient to take care of our 
rights and to defend them, it is a use- 
less expense. 

It is with these general principles in 
mind that the naval construction pro- 
gram of today has been suggested. While 
the proposed 20 destroyers, 4 submarines, 
4 cruisers, 2 aircraft carriers and 2 gun 
boats will not bring the Navy to treaty 
strength, nevertheless it is a start. 

Authorization of these vessels will 
stimulate industry and labor. Many 
thousands of men would be employed di- 
rectly, and many more thousands indi- 
rectly in the construction of these ves- 
sels. The steel industry, the railroads 
and allied lines throughout the length 
and breadth of the land will of neces- 
sity benefit. I know of no more effective 
and praiseworthy way of giving our in- 
dustrial life that country-wide stimulus 
which it so sorely needs than by devoting 
a portion of the money and energy which 
is to be used for public construction for. 
the vital arm of our national defense. 

It is little enough to ask for that 
much. To ask for less would be a dere- 
liction of duty for which the adminis- 
tration would be held accountable if any 
emergency should arise which we were 
unable to meet with justice and honor 
to ourselves.

Ambassador Daniels Speaks 

The Hon. Josephus Daniels, former 
Secretary of the Navy, and now Am- 
bassador to Mexico, in an address re- 
cently before the Rotary Club of Mexico 
City. gave an interesting interpretation 
of Stephen Decatur’s famous quotation. 

“The Rotary creed,” Ambassador Dan- 
iels said, “is in eternal conflict with the 
long accepted interpretation of a maxim 
of Stephen Decatur. ‘Our country,’ he 
said, ‘in her intercourse with foreign 
nations, may she ever be right: but our 
country right or wrong.’ Did the doughty 
old Commodore mean by this patriotic 
declaration, as for a century people 
have been made to believe, that it was 
the duty of the citizen to stifle his con- 
science and defend the position of his 
country when its administration greed- 
ily sought unfair advantage of a weaker 
neighbor? ‘I trow not.’ The time has 
come to relieve the fighting sailor from 
an imputation which does injustice to 


his memory. He did not deaden his 
conscience or advise others to uphold 
the wrong when officialdom committed 


his country to a policy of selfish aggres- 
sion. Military men, because of their 
oath and training, must act upon the 
precept : 

“Theirs not to reason why, 

Theirs but to do and die,’ 

when ordered into battle. The correct 
interpretation of Decatur’s words is as 
follows, if I may, as one having enjoyed 
some opportunity to understand Naval 
tradition, venture to’ paraphrase Deca- 
tur’s immortal words as he intended 
them. Here is my conception of Deca- 
tur’s real position: 

“‘Our country! As a Naval officer, 
consecrated to uphold the honor of a 
great profession, in her intercourse with 
other nations, I pray she may ever be 
right. But it is not for men in the 
military service to sit in judgment upon 
decisions of those over us and publicly 
assert whether a declaration of war is 
justified or not. 
the President and Congress decree war, 
whether they are right or wrong, to obey 
orders, even to make the supreme sacri- 
fice.’ 

“To this proper interpretation of Deca- 
tur, Rotarians as well as sailors can 
give a’ cheerful ‘Aye, aye, sir,’ but when 
the hero of Tripoli is quoted as teach- 
ing a doctrine of defending the wrong, 
no Rotarian can accept the interpreta- 
tion without doing violence to his, code 
of ethics. If it be given to those who 
have gone before to know what trans- 
pires on this sphere, there is no doubt 
that with a ‘by the eternal’ the old salt 
would repudiate the notion that he ever 
approved or defended wrong. even if 
his sworn obligation as a Naval officer 
compelled him to draw his sword when

THE POWER OF PUBLIC OPINION has been demonstrated once again in 
the impending refusal of the United States Senate to enact the furlough provision 
proposed and advocated by Director of the Budget Douglas. From all sections of 
the country telegrams and letters have come to the President protesting against 
deletion of the modest National Defense which the Nation possesses. These com- 
munications obviously are not inspired; they are the spontaneous expressions of 
the convictions entertained by organizations and by citizens, who learned with 
amazement of the Administration plan to cut the Army, the Navy and the Marine 
Corps by practically one-third of their respective strengths. That the Secretary 
of the Navy is concerned by the protests that have reached Washington is shown 
by his concellation of the extension of the ship rotating program. Rear Admiral 
Upham, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, one of the very ablest officers in the 
Service, bravely took his future in his hands when he told the House Naval Com- 
mittee of the grave consequences of the execution of the Administration policy. 
Throughout the country the people have the impression that in view of the situation 
throughout the world, and in spite of disarmament negotiations, it would be the 
height of folly to destroy the Fleet and to ham-string the Army. This impression 
is correct. But in order that the popular will may be translated into action, the 
Administration must continue to be advised of it. Therefore, while many thousands 
of telegrams and letters have reached the President, we urge all those who have 
not yet written to do so and do so without delay. Let us once and for all put an 
end to the pacifist inspired movement to abolish our means of defense and to destroy 
the morale of the personnel which makes them of value. 








MAJ. GEN. JOHNSON HAGOOD HAS BROKEN out again. He advances a 
slogan “Millions for defense, but not one cent for offense.” Patrick Henry, we 
think, would not like this modification of his historic utterance, which in any case 
meets the present day view of the average American rather than does the Hagood 
version. But, of course, the 4th Army commander had to be different: otherwise 
the public attention which he felt his lucubrations deserved would not be aroused. 4 
If he had merely said what Patrick Henry said, everyone would have yawned, and 
labelled it “old stuff,” in spite of its obvious truth. If the General had approved 
the existing organization of the Army, which is based upon the deliberate convic- 
tions of General Pershing and his ablest officers following the experience of the 
World War, everyone would have listened and agreed, but the press associations 
would not have sent out a couple of sticks and, if they did the newspapers would 
have thrown the copy into the wastebasket. But General Hagood said that the 
existing establishment is built up around the idea of an expeditionary Army 
“terrible expensive and wholly incapable of accomplishment.” That was news, 
hot news coming from a Major General, and, therefore, an authority. We may as 
well admit that General Hagood knows what he is talking about—he was attached 
to the Service of Supply in France and was on Boards. Perhaps it was in the 
SOS that he got his idea that a soldier could be trained in ten days, although 
General Pershing found it necessary to supplement training in the United States 
by months of intensive training in France. However that may be, General Hagood 
is in the public eye, while such Army and corps commanders as Liggett, Summerall, 
Hines, Wright and others, such men as Fox Conner, Dennis Nolan and the like are 
quietly attending to their duties and developing the nucleus of an Army fit to 
perform the service of peace as well as of war. It was upon the experience of 
these men that the National Defense Act was based, and its value is being attested 
in the ease with which the Conservation Corps development is being conducted. 





IT IS TO BE HOPED THAT Secretary Swanson’s abandonment of fleet scut- 
tling, involved in the rotation plan he has discarded, means the final renunciation 
of a policy which would have profoundly affected America’s ability to defend itself 
and its interests throughout the world. It is understood that many factors entered 
into the President's reversal of the order he had issued, the first and most im- 
portant of which was the strong public opposition excited by his original decision. 
To the average American, the easy invasion of China by Japan furnished an object 
lesson which could not lightly be disregarded, and to the statesmen in Congress, 
the weakening of our Fleet could be construed especially in the Far East only as 
proof that we had no purpose to support the far reaching proposals we are pressing 
at Geneva. Again, the Powers properly could feel that there was no reason for 
compliance with the Roosevelt demand for disarmament when the country making 
them was already engaged in stripping itself of defense. Thus, the procedure upon 
which the Administration had embarked was calculated to produce no satisfactory 
results. To our mind the proper policy to pursue is that expressed by Secretary 
Dern, when, he said that the services favored international disarmament but were 
emphatically opposed to American disarmament alone. 





THAT THERE IS NO SUCH THING as politics in National Defense was 
demonstrated by the joint call of Senators Sheppard and Reed upon the President 
last week. These two members of the Democratic and Republican Parties, the one. 
Chairman and the other former chairman of the Senate Military Committee, ex- 
pressed to the President their joint and emphatic opposition to the furlough of 
officers and discharge of men from the Army. The attitude of neither was inspired 
by politics. It was reached by a common desire to insist upon the obligation of 
the Constitution to provide for the common defense. We can well realize the 
unwillingness of Senator Sheppard to criticize the policy inaugurated by the head 
of his party and the embarrassment of Senator Reed in objecting to a procedure 
advocated by a chief executive to whom he owed no allegiance and who owed him 
nothing. But these two men pushed partisanship aside, and. as Americans con- 
cerned only.for the safety of their country, presented to the President the convic- 
tions they entertained. Faced by such unity, the President could only acquiesce. 
The country will appreciate this demonstration of patriotism and will feel that it 
can rely upon the Senators from Texas and Pennsylvania to advocate the steps

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Federal Civilian Employees Holding Reserve Commissions—Inquiry has been made 
of the War Department as to whether or not Federal civilian employees holding 
commissions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps may be called to active duty during 
the remainder of the present fiscal year and the fiscal year 1934. There is no legal 
bar to placing such officers on active duty solely because of their being Federal 
civilian employees, the Department holds, but any Reserve officer who may be 
drawing a pension, disability allowance, disability compensation, or retired pay 
from the United States may not be ordered to active duty. 

Many Reserve officers, including Federal civilian employees, are performing 
the same class of work in civil life as the duty they may be called upon to perform 
under their war assignment. As a matter of War Department policy, such officers 
will be given a low priority for active duty training.

Paper Work—Army paper work has been further reduced as follows in 
accordance with the desire of the Chief of Staff to eliminate unnecessary reports 
and records and to devote the time and effort saved thereby to essential military 
activities. 

Upon recommendation of the Commanding General, Philippine Department, the 
Diary in time of peace has been abolished. Orders will issue soon rescinding 
paragraph 1,a(2), AR 345-100. Submission daily to The Adjutant General of peace- 
time diaries serves no useful purpose. All necessary information appearing thereon 
is found on Basic Strength returns and other documents received by the War 
Department. A study from a historical standpoint of war diaries, organization 
histories, combat reports, journals, ete., is now being made in the Historical Section 
of the Army War College with the assistance of the World War Division, Office 
of The Adjutant General, with a view to eliminating unnecessary reports and to 
confining the data on those required, to essential items of administrative or 
historical interest. 

Upon recommendation of the Chief of Finance and with a view to simplification 
in handling vouchers relating to stock record accountability, the War Department 
has approved the adoption of a single series of voucher numbers instead of a 
separate series of numbers for debit vouchers and credit vouchers as prescribed 
by AR 35-6700. Appropriate revision will be made of AR 35-6700 and of Certificate 
of Audit (Finance Form No. 50). These changes will facilitate audit appreciably. 
There will be a new series for such fiscal year. 

Upon recommendation of the Chief of Finance, revision of AR 345-155 (Prepara- 
tion of Army Pay Rolls and Model Remarks) has been approved by the War De- 
partment. In this connection a number of additional abbreviations has been added 
to AR 850-150. By these changes the preparation of payrolls will be simplified.

Regulations Regarding Chief of Staff and Former Chiefs of Staff—Pending revision 
of or printing of changes in AR 40-100, December 3, 1931; 600-30, June 30, 1928:

Religious Ministration for the Civilian Conservation Corps—The provision for 
religious ministration for the Civilian Conservation Corps as authorized by the War 
Department, cooperating with the departments of Labor, Agriculture and Interior, 
comprises the joint effort of a certain number of reserve chaplains and the civilian 
religious agencies contiguous to or within easy reach of the conservation camps. 

All religious activities are decentralized and are under the direction of corps 
area commanders who have been authorized to cal] to active duty for the duration 
of the camps such reserve chaplains as may be needed, and to supervise all volun- 
teer and gratuitous religious ministration for the personnel of the camps which 
may be given by civilian agencies. 

Reserve chaplains will be called to active duty in numbers sufficient to allocate 
one chaplain to each district or group of approximately ten forest camps, and all 
applications for such duty will be made to corps area commanders. Due to the 
demands for economy no chaplain above the grade of captain will be eligible for 
duty in these camps. The duties of conservation corps chaplains will be briefly 
as follows: 

a. Give personal religious ministration for such camps in the group as his time 

will permit. 

b. Maintain contact with all the camps in his group, arrange schedules of religious 
worship for the three major denominational beliefs—namely, Catholic, Protestant and 
Jewish—of each camp, as the personnel may warrant, and act in an advisory capac- 
ity in such matters to his district commander. 

ce. Fill these religious schedules by the services of volunteer civilian agencies sup- 
plied either from churches in the vicinity of his group of camps or from more distant 
agencies when transportation can be arranged. 

d. Keep corps area headquarters advised by informal weekly reports of all sched- 
ules and needed religious workers which can not be supplied from local sources and 
cooperate freely with the chaplain at corps area headquarters who has been desig- 
nated by the corps area commander to coordinate the religious work of all the camps 


in the area. 
The gratuitous service of volunteer clergymen and religious agencies will be 


accepted for the camps as the requirements of such religious faiths not otherwise 
provided for may arise. Since no appropriation is available for this purpose these 
will serve without remuneration, except that transportation to and from camp and 
board and lodging while at camp will be provided. All proffers of gratuitous 
service should be made either to corps area headquarters in whose area the yolun- 
teers are located or to district chaplains. 

When available, Regular Army chaplains will be utilized at corps area heaé- 
quarters under the direction of the corps area commander for coordinating religious 
activities in the area. Should Regular Army chaplains be not available reserve 
chaplains will be called for such duty.

Navy Personnel Situation 
(Continued from First Page) 
opportunity to utilize their services. We 
are working on a plan now whereby we 
hope to be able to bring that about. In 
view of the situation, I hardly think it 
necessary right now to have a continua- 
tion of the hearings on this bill. If the 
plan I have suggested is worked out, the 
purpose will be accomplished without 
this proposed legislation.” 

As reported in the JourRNAL last week, 
Representative Vinson suggested this 
plan to the committee at the first meet- 
ing on the retirement bill May 19. His 
first idea was to amend that bill to au- 
thorize the utilization of officers by other 
Government agencies in lieu of retire- 
ment and he had Rear Adm. Frank B. 
Upham, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, draft such a measure for the com- 
mittee. Later, however, Mr. Vinson con- 
cluded that the plan could be accom- 
plished by the President without the 
necessity of legislation. 

Appearing before the committee May 
22, Admiral Upham told the group that 
the document which he read into the 
record on May 19 as the report of the 
Roosevelt Board on officer reduction, 
was not the report of the Board as he 
said, but the report of a subcommittee. 
He said that the report has not yet been 





approved by the Board. This report, the 
text of which was published in the Jour- 
NAL last week, after being made public 
at the House naval committee, was given 
out by the Navy press office. Later that 
day, copies of the document were re- 
called by the Department and the fol- 
lowing statement issued by Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt, presi- 
dent of the Board: 

“The press release given out this 
morning purporting to be a report of the 
Board of which Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Henry L. Roosevelt is the 
President, is in error. 

“The Board has made no report re- 
garding the reduction of personnel, and 
has come to no definite conclusion on 
this question. 

“All matters connected with the per- 
sonnel and the reorganization of the 
Navy Department are still under con- 


sideration, and the date of a definite 
report has not yet been determined 
upon.” 


Admiral Upham told the committee at 
the meeting May 22 that he was not op- 
posed to the proposal to retire 500 offi- 
cers as contemplated in the report of the 
subcommittee of the Roosevelt Board. 
On May 19, after having been badgered 
by several members of the committee in 
regard to the number of officers of the 
higher ranks needed, Admiral Upham 
read a statement to the committee, in 
which he said: 

“The number of flag officers of the line 
of the active list of the Navy today is, 
in my opinion, none too large for the 
present peace-time needs, to say nothing 
of the war requirements. We have to- 
day a total of 59 officers of flag rank in 
the United States Navy, as compared 
with 85 British, 94 Japanese, 57 French, 
and 34 Italian officers of flag rank. If 
we refer to the Navy Register of the 1st 
of January, 1933, we find the duties to 
which each flag officer is assigned listed 
therein. and I am prepared to justify 
before this committee each and every one 
of such assignments. 

“In my opinion today there is not one 
officer on the active list of the line of 
the Navy whose services are not required 
and whom the country would not be in- 
finitely thankful to have, if war should 
unfortunately descend upon us. 

“To fully man the ships which we now 
have in commission and which it is pro- 
posed to retain in the 1934 Operating 
Force Plan, there are required 4229 line 
officers. We actually have ashore 2086 
officers, making a total of 6815 officers 
which we require for our present day 
Navy. If we consider the ships which 
we now have actually built, in commis- 
sion, and out of commission, and the 
number which we are actually building, 
we find that we would require, to fully 
man those ships at sea, 5963 line officers, 
and to fully man the ships of the Treaty 
Navy 6124 line officers, the last two 
figures being in addition to the officers 
who are required ashore. It must be 
apparent, therefore, that the strength of 
the line at the present time is not in 
excess of reasonable naval needs, and it 
must further be borne in mind that line 
officers cannot be obtained from civil 
life.” 

Based on this statement, press reports 
of his testimony had declared that he 
was opposed to the plan to retire officers. 
Admiral Upham said. This impression 
was not at all correct, he stated, as the 
move was necessary to meet curtailed 
appropriations. 

In his statement of May 19, Admiral 
Upham also severely criticized the lay- 
ing up of one-third of the Fleet in rotat- 
ing reserve, as reported in the JourRNAL 
last week. In denying that he was op- 
posed to the officer reduction proposal, 
Admiral Upham, did not back down one 
iota in his opposition to the rotation 
plan. 

Questioned as to why no officers of the 
rank of lieutenant. junior grade, were 
to be retired under the plan drafted by 
the subcommittee of the Roosevelt 
Board, Admiral Upham said that in his 
discussions with the Secretary of the 
Navy. it had been thought unwise to 
separate the younger officers from the 
active list. One material reason for 
this, it was stated. was that the largest 
saving could be obtained by retirement 





of officers with long service.

The Baltic Society 

On Saturday evening, May 27, General 
Pershing and members of The Baltic 
Society will gather at the Carlton Hotel, 
Washington, D. C., as guests of Capt. 
Ray T. Middleton, of New York City. 
The Baltic Society is one of the most 
exclusive in the world in that its mem- 
bership is limited to the Commander-in- 
Chief of the American Expeditionary 
Forces and the group of 189 officers, 
clerks, and soldiers that accompanied 
him when, sixteen years ago, on May 28, 
1917, he sailed for Europe on the White 
Star liner Baltic. One and one-half 
years later the A.E.F., from this small 
beginning, had reached a strength of two 
million men and had fought the battles 
of St. Mihiel and the Meuse-Argonne. 

Meetings of the Society are held once 
a year, on the anniversary of the sailing 
of the Baltic, to renew the friendships 
and re-live the thrilling experiences of 
those memorable days.

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The Merchant Marine 

The objective of the American Mer- 
chant Marine—to carry a greater por- 
tion of our own trade—was stressed by 
Capt. Gatewood S. Lincoln, USN-Ret., 
commissioner, U. S. Shipping Board, in 
an address May 22 before the Georgia 
Bicentennial commission at Savannah. 

“Under these contracts,” Captain Gate- 
wood said, referring to ocean mail con- 
tracts, “private shipowners have brought 
the American merchant fleet in foreign 
trade into a vastly improved position, 
although owing to the world-wide de- 
pression few ship companies are making 
any real profit at this time. Six hun- 
dred American-flag ships now operate on 
seventy regular lines in foreign trade, as 
against only seventeen in 1914. Forty- 
two new vessels have been constructed 
since 1928 to modernize the American 
fleet and give it additional power to com- 
pete successfully with foreign lines. Our 
merchant marine operating in foreign 
trade is capturing for American industry 
two hundred million dollars every year 
out of an ocean freight bill of five hun- 
dred million paid by American exporters 
and importers. Practically every dollar 
of tha money goes back into the pockets 
of American citizens who contribute in 
labor or supplies to the operation of the 
necessary ships. 

“Under existing laws, and because of 
these American vessels, the proportion of 
the annual freight bill money remaining 
in the United States has increased since 
the war from less than 10 per cent to 
more than 30 per cent. which represents 
the relative proportion American vessels 
are now carrying of our own foreign 
commerce. While all this is very grati- 
fying, it must be remembered that we 
have not vet attained our objective—(le- 
clared by Congress to be the carriage of 
the greater portion of our commerce.”

cases. Where it is bad, however, is that 
every officer feels that he is in danger 
of being furloughed. The real harm is 
to morale.” 

“How many officers does the President 
intend to furlough,” he was asked. 

“There is no idea, yet,” the Senator 
replied, “But it will not be generally 
applied.” 

Both Senator Sheppard and Senator 
Reed have been busy lining their col- 
leagues to vote aaginst the proposal, 
which is carried as a rider on the Inde- 
pendent Offices appropriation bill and a 
sharp fight is expected when the mea- 
sure is brought up on the floor. The 
bill was reported more than a week ago 
and is ready for the Senate whenever 
it takes it up, which is expected to be 
any day now. 

Also contained in the Independent Offi- 
ces supply bill is the flying pay rider: 
The Senate appropriations committee 
modified this measure to conform with 
the wishes of the air services and this 
is expected to go through the Senate 
without much opposition. As passed by 
the House, the provision gave to the 
President authority to abolish or reduce 
the flight pay of officers and enlisted men 
of the armed services with $1440 the 
maximum additional pay allowed. The 
Senate committee, at the request of the 
House military and naval committees, 
rewrote this to provide that aviation pay 
should continue as at present except 
that the maximum payable should be 
that received by “any lieutenant colonel 
of the Army, or any commander of the 
Navy.” This will be further changed on 
the floor by the committee to make the 
limit the pay to the maximum pay re- 
ceived by a lieutenant colonel of the 
Army. While little opposition is ex- 
pected in the Senate, it is thought that 
the House will not acceed to the change, 
and a fight is looked for in conference.

the Line of the Navy would be a blow to 
the efficiency of the naval service and 
to national defense. 

Every war in which the United States 
has engaged has been a defensive war. 
Yet, in every one of them the Navy and 
the Marines were compelled to engage 
the enemy in foreign seas or shores to 
gain the margin of victory. This is 
what makes the Marines an important 
part of the Navy. In war it is vital 
that our Fleet have advanced-bases far 
from our coasts from which to operate 
successfully against the foe. Due to the 
provisions of the Washington Treaty, 
we have only one such advanced base 
which is fortified. Others must be se- 
cured after we enter war and it is the 
job of the Marines to accompany the 
Fleet to help secure and to hold such 
bases. The Corps’ training is directed 
toward this end, and can best be done 
by a specialized force. At the outbreak 
of war our skeletonized army will be 
busy creating a war-time force, and there 
will be not enough naval officers and 
experienced enlisted men to man all the 
war vessels. 

For over a century the Navy and Ma- 
rines have been used by the President 
to support his policies all over the world. 
Many times have they landed in foreign 





parts for this purpose. Due to this, a 
custom has become generally recognized 
that to land American Marines in peace- 
times on a foreign shore is not viewed 
as an act of war. Our Army occasional- 
ly has been landed under similar condi- 
tions; but in practically every case, such 
as in Cuba and China, there was a treaty 
or other agreement which authorized 
such landing. In every instance, the 
Army had been preceded by Marines who 
thus had established the non-war status 
of the landing and the Army was used 
on these exceptional occasions because 
there were not sufficient Marines for the 
mission. 

There has been remarkable consistency 
in the policies of Republicans and Demo- 
eratic presidents in the use of Marines. 
President Roosevelt sent them to Cuba 
in 1906. President Taft ordered them to 
Nicaragua and China in 1912. * President 
Wilson dispatched them to Mexico in 
1914, to Haiti in 1915, to Santo Domingo 
in 1916, and kept them in Nicaragua. 


President Harding retained them in 
Haiti, Santo Domingo, and Nicaragua. 
President Coolidge directed them to 


China in 1926. removed them from Santo 
Domingo in 1924, took them out of Nica- 
ragua in 1925, and almost immediately 
sent them back. President Hoover has 
continued them in Haiti and China and 
only recently withdrew them from Nica- 
ragua. 

There are those who criticize using 
the Marines for such duties, but the 
great majority of Americans and citi- 
zens of countries where the Marines 
have served, appreciate their accomplish- 
ments. The constructive work of the 
Marines in these countries and other 
places, have been a credit to their or- 
ganization and the country. Their effi- 
ciency, control, resourcefulness, and 
eourage in performing this service have 
been worthy of the thanks of Congress. 

Both the Army and Navy understand 
that the Marines are a special type of 
troops and that their duty cannot be as 
efficiently or as economically performed 
by either Bluejackets or Soldiers.

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Assail Army Nomination 


In a most unusual procedure, Senator 
Tydings, of Maryland, this week held up 
the confirmation of Brig. Gen. James F. 


McKinley to be The Adjutant General 
with the rank of major general. 

All of the other general officer nomina- 
tions were confirmed on Saturday, but 
after long wrangling on Tuesday it was 
decided to withhold the notification to 
the President of the confirmation of Col. 
Edgar T. Conley to be the Assistant Ad- 
jutant General. The Maryland Senator 
contended that Colonel Conley was more 
entitled to the higher nomination be- 
cause he is older and nearer the retire- 
ment age. Colonel Conley is from Mary- 
land. 

On Thursday the nomination again 
came up in the Senate and Senator Mce- 
Kellar asked that a vote be set for 
Monday, but no decision was made be- 
cause of an objection by Senator Long 
who said he expects to speak at length 
on the nomination and did not want to 
be bound by an agreement to vote on 
that certain day. 

Excerpts from the discussion in 
Senate May 23 follow: 

Mr. Tydings: Mr. President, I have no 
desire to hold up the conrfirmation of 
this nomination through dilatory tactics. 
There are some features connected with 
the matter which I think the Senate 
should have brought to its attention. If, 
when it is in possession of these facts, 
the Senate desires to confirm General 
MeKinley, it is a matter for each Sen- 
ator to detertmine for himself. 

I desire to say at the start that I do 
not wish to reflect upon General McKin- 
ley as a man or as a soldier. I under- 
stand that he is a splendid man, of fine 
character. and has a very efficient record 
as a soldier. The reason for my remarks 
is the manner in which he has been 
selected. 

General McKinley has 11 more years 
to serve. For the past four years he has 
been the Assistant Adjutant General of 
the Army. If he is confirmed for this 
post, in four more years he will retire 
at $6,000 a year: and, although a young 
man in his fifties, he will probably go 
out. as other Army officers have gone, 
take a job in private industry, and con- 
tinue to draw $500 2 month or $6,000 a 
year as retired pay, even though he will 
have seven more years to serve when the 
next four years shall have passed. 

Here we are, at a time when we are 
cutting down the compensation of ex- 
service men. The man who lost a leg 
or was wounded in actual battle is hav- 
ing his compensation reduced 20 per 
cent. The compensation paid in other 
eases of disability in action, in line of 
battle, is likewise diminished or elimi- 
nated altogether. Yet, in the face of 
that. we are going to take one of the 
most efficient Army officers in the whole 
Army, so I am told. elevate him at a 
very young age to the highest position 
to which he can aspire, and allow him 
to hold it for four years and then retire 
into private life at $500 a month. If 
there is any consistency in that policy, 
I am unable to follow it. 

General McKinley at this moment has 
11 years to serve. He is a very efficient 
officer. Under normal conditions per- 
haps his nomination to the top of his 
profession might be justified: but now, 
when economy is the watchword, are we 
by the confirmation of this appointment 
to take a step which will shortly bring 
about the retirement from the service of 
one of the most efficient officers of the 
Army, now in the heyday of his effi- 
ciency, upon whom the Government has 
expended thousands of dollars to edu- 
cate him in the first place and to de- 
velop his efficiency to the highest point, 
and upon his retirement pay him $500 
a month for the rest of his life? 

That, briefly. is the reason why I have 
objected to the confirmation of General 
McKinley as The Adjutant General of 
the Army. It is not because General 
McKinley is inefficient, for he is not in- 
efficient. He is a very efficient officer, 
one of the best in the Army. It is not 
because of any personal reflection on the 
general, for all that I have heard of him 
is commendatory in the highest degree. 
But I do want to ask Senators who but 
a few months ago voted to reduce the 


the 





cases to take away his compensation en- 
tirely, how they can do that on the one 
hand, and on the other hand justify the 
policy of paying an Army officer in good 
health, who has not yet finished his tour 
of duty, $6,000 a year for the balance 
of his life, even though he has 11 more 
years to serve. 

Mr. King: My information is that the 
record of Gen. Edgar T. Conley is just 
as good as that of General McKinley. 
He is a man of ability and integrity and 
his record as a military officer is not 
surpassed by that of General McKinley 
or any other officer in the Army. Why 
was General McKinley lifted up over 
him? General Conley was his senior. 
Why give General McKinley the prece- 
dence now? 

Mr. George: Because General McKin- 
ley was jumped over 17 officers would, 
I submit, be no fair reason why we 
should deny him the right to promotion 
to this office to which he has been ad- 
vanced. I suspect that has occurred at 
every session of the Senate since pro- 
motions have been made in the Army. 

I may remind the Senator from Mary- 
land now that something similar is ac- 
curring in the case of the Chief of In- 
fantry, where the senior colonel is by 
no means given the advancement al- 
though his yy is beyond question, 
and although, I dare say, in Army circles 
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If we are to correct an evil by elimi- 
nating the retired pay in a case of this 
kind, it ought to be done directly by 
Congress, and it ought not to be done 
by denying promotion to a deserving offi- 
cer who has received the nomination of 
the President of the United States for 
the position to which he has been pro- 
moted. 

Mr. King: I am sure the Senator is 
familiar with the fact that both in the 
Army annd the Navy there have been 
complaints because of the alleged unfair- 
ness and favoritism in the matter of pro- 
motions. There have been many heart- 
burnings and grounds for complaint by 
reason of the fact that favoritism has 
been exhibited in the selection of ofticers 
for promotion.
